Reference is made to your Bulletin No. 410-48 of April 15, 

1970 asking for information pertaining to safety training activities. 

The Central Intelligence Agency does not have a formal 
safety training program. Specific training by Safety Staff personnel 
is provided internally in building evacuation and fire drill pro- 
cedures, fire fighting, the use of oxygen equipment, the operation 
of resuscitators and masks, and general safety on the job. Basic 
and advanced first aid (primarily for technical personnel) is pro- 
vided by Medical Services personnel. Driver training is provided 
through the District of Columbia government. Additionally, desig- 
nated safety personnel attend specialized courses offered by the 
National Safety Council and the Federal Fire Council. 

This Agency will continue to emphasize the importance of 
safety training and indoctrination on as wide a scale as possible. 

I wish to assure you of the continued cooperation of this Agency as 
new emphasis is placed upon safety training of government employees.
